Saftey strategy. Serious 
incidents down more 
than 50 per cent: Police

One year after launching a 
new safety strategy for the 
downtown core, Halifax 
Regional Police say the crime 
stats are looking pretty good. 

The Downtown Safety 
Strategy, launched June 1, 
2012, was designed to im¬ 
prove public safety downtown 
by reducing public intoxica¬ 
tion and the number of as¬ 
saults. Beat officers wearing 
traffic vests patrol the streets, 
talking to patrons, checking 
for signs of excessive drink¬ 
ing, and stroll through bars 
and restaurants to curb inci¬ 
dents that can spill out onto 
the street. 

“The bulk of the com¬ 


ments we’ve had are that the 
strategy’s been very effective,” 
said Paul MacKinnon, execu¬ 
tive director of the Downtown 
Business Commission. “The 
police seem to have a good 
presence. 

“It’s about feet on the 
street. That’s what the busi¬ 
ness community consistently 
says they want to see.” 

Serious assaults fell in the 
downtown core from a five- 
year average of 68 incidents 
to 32 incidents last year, a 
drop of 52 per cent. Total as¬ 
saults, including common and 
serious assaults, dropped by 
17 per cent from 196 to 161. 

MacKinnon said the next 
step in reducing violent crime 
will come from getting more 
cabs and buses running to get 
people out of the downtown 
core after the bars close. 

“That seems to be when 
violent incidents happen, 
it’s when people are milling 
around, they’re waiting for 
cabs or whatever,” he said.

The ribbon has been snipped 
on the SPCA’s new snipping 
factoiy. 

Outgoing executive direc¬ 
tor Kristin Williams officially 
opened the new high-volume, 


low-cost spay-and-neuter clinic 
at the provincial shelter in 
Burnside Wednesday. 

“This was one of the first 
things I wanted to do when I 
came on board with the SPCA,” 
she told the small crowd. “I 
knew it was the most effect¬ 
ive way for us to combat over¬ 
population and end the cycle of 
cruelty, neglect and abuse.” 

The surgical clinic — the 
first of its kind in Atlantic Can¬ 
ada — is small but mighty, 
boasting diagnostic equip¬ 
ment that will save up to 60 
trips a week to off-site clinics. 
Most importantly, the clinic 


will be home to a specialized 
surgical team trained in the as¬ 
sembly-line techniques needed 
to spay and neuter an astound¬ 
ing 30 animals a day. 

“It takes about three min¬ 
utes to do a neuter and six to 
eight minutes to do a cat spay,” 
said shelter manager Sandra 
Flemming, leading a tour of 
the compact, gleaming suite of 
rooms. “This shelter is as effi¬ 
cient and well-run as you could 
possibly get.” 

Williams said the plan is to 
eventually increase the number 
of surgeiy days from the cur¬ 
rent three a week to five — and

the number of animals that could be fixed 
every year in the new clinic. 


perhaps, in time, seven. 

“We know as many as 
80 per cent of breeding-age ani¬ 
mals need to be altered to make 
a change in the intake in our 
shelters, and that’s not going to 
happen unless you have access¬ 
ible spay-neuter,” she said. “So I 
hope that this is just the start.”

Youth poll. Liberal vote is 
up, an 1 jobs are vital 


According to a new poll re¬ 
leased by the Springtide Col¬ 
lective Wednesday, jobs and 
the economy were the most 
important issues facing young 
people. 

Interviewers polled 693 
Nova Scotians 18-30 years old 
across March and April, with 
42 per cent saying they were 
most concerned about getting 
a job. 

Social welfare and poverty 
alleviation was the second 
most important issue, with 13 
per cent, followed by the en¬ 
vironment at eight per cent. 

If a provincial election was 
called tomorrow, the survey 
suggests the Liberals would 
have 31 per cent support, with 
28 per cent preferring NDP. 

Eight of 10 people said 
they would vote in a provin¬ 
cial election, and 54 per cent 
of respondents who recog¬ 
nized him said they preferred 
McNeil as premier over Baillie 
or Dexter. 



About 70 per cent of those 
interviewed said they were 
somewhat or very interested 
in politics. 

However, less than a third 
(30 per cent) of young people 
recognized Premier Darrell 
Dexter, and about one in 10 
knew McNeil and Tory leader 
Jamie Baillie when they saw 
them. 

The margin of error for 
the poll is plus or minus 4 
per cent, 19 times out of 20 
with the younger population.

Province tries to stall 
possible paramedics strike 


Labour dispute. 

N.S. appoints 
mediator to assist 
with negotiations; 
union can strike as 
early as Saturday 


A mediator has been appointed 
in a bid to prevent a possible 
strike by 800 paramedics in 
Nova Scotia, which could come 
as early as this weekend. 

Labour Minister Frank Cor¬ 
bett said Wednesday he has 
named John Clarke to help 
with negotiations between 
the unionized paramedics and 


their employer, Emergency 
Medical Care Inc. 

Clarke is a veteran arbitra¬ 
tor and lawyer from St. John’s, 
N.L., who has mediated numer¬ 
ous labour disputes. 

The paramedics, repre¬ 
sented by the International 
Union of Operating Engineers, 
Local 727, will be in a legal 
strike position Saturday. 

Terry Chapman, the union’s 
business manager, said Wed¬ 
nesday the union expects to 
meet with the employer and 
the mediator before the end of 
the week, but the company has 
yet to make contact. 

“Unless the employer re¬ 
turns to us with something 
that will satisfy the member-

ship ... then we intend to con¬ 
tinue going forward, and we’ll 
be in a legal strike position to 
withhold services on June 8,” 
he said in an interview. 

“We’re not willing to com¬ 
mit to putting this off for an¬ 
other two weeks or a month 
just because the employer 
wants to sit at a table and do 
nothing.” 

Chapman said the out¬ 


standing issues include wages 
and the union’s demand for 
defined-benefit pensions in¬ 
stead of defined-contribution 
plans — something most other 
health-care providers in the 
province already have. 

He said the union also wants 
a standard three-year deal in¬ 
stead of a five-year contract as 
suggested by the employer. 

Last week, the paramedics 
rejected the latest contract of¬ 
fer from the company, which 
has a contract with the prov¬ 
ince’s Emergency Health Servi¬ 
ces branch. 

The company has said it has 
plans in place to deal with a 
strike.

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Oceans 13: Dalhousie dives 
into new research centre 


Research. Chair will 
examine causes of 
rogue waves and 
ocean changes 


Dalhousie University is out to 
sea with its latest building. 

On Wednesday, the uni¬ 
versity launched the new 
76,000-square-foot Dalhousie 
Ocean Sciences Building, 
which contains four floors of 
research labs, offices and an 
atrium connected to Life Sci¬ 
ences Centre. 

“It’s a coming of fruition of 
many, many researchers,” said 
Martha Crago, vice-president 
of research for Dalhousie. 

Crago said about four years 
ago, the university started 
planning for the building 
when it was competing with 
other schools to receive a Can¬ 
ada excellence research chair. 

Among 18 academics, Dr. 
Doug Wallace was appointed 
as the ocean-science chair for 
Dalhousie two years ago, and 
he needed a “very special and 
interesting” lab setup to con¬ 
duct his research. 

The $41.5-million centre is 
also home to research, track¬ 


ing and prediction institutes 
with room for future offices 
on the top floor, Crago said. 

Also on Wednesday, the 
federal government an¬ 
nounced $800,000 would go 
toward Wallace’s portable 
labs, which can be loaded 
onto container ships and 
taken for experiments into 
the North Atlantic. 

“People will be working in 
it, it’ll come back and unload, 
and they’ll continue the work 
when it’s sitting on shore,” 
Crago said. 

The centre is important to 
Haligonians because it will 
draw in new students with 
an ocean-science undergrad, 
Crago said, and Wallace is re¬ 
searching the cause of storms 
and rogue waves that have 
killed young fishermen in the 
past. 

“Scientists will be work¬ 
ing with local industries to 
develop the equipment that 
helps people to be able to 
see when something like this 
might come their way,” Crago 
said. 

“The devices will help 
them to both understand the 
ocean, but also keep living 
with this ocean.”

Repeat offender jailed for drinking and driving 


A 30-year-old Howie Centre 
father of three was sentenced 
Wednesday to two years in a 
federal prison and prohibited 
from driving for 15 years after 
pleading guilty to his sixth 
conviction related to drinking 
and driving. 

John Alexander Mullins 
must also complete a three- 
year probation period after 
his jail sentence, which also 


includes a 62-day concurrent 
sentence in default for 35 
outstanding fines under the 
Motor Vehicle Act. The fines, 
incurred from 2003 to 2013, 
total $43,899.67. 

“Yours is the worst driv¬ 
ing record to come before me 
in some 15 years,” provincial 
court Judge David Ryan said in 
passing sentence. 

Ryan said the driving re¬ 


cord shows that Mullins was 
totally inconsiderate when it 
came to protecting the lives 
and safety of others, and that 
it was simply good fortune 
that Mullins never killed or 
injured anyone as a result of 
his drinking and driving. 

The first conviction was 
registered in 2003, when Mul¬ 
lins pleaded guilty to failing a 
breathalyzer demand and was 


fined and prohibited from 
driving for one year. 

He was again convicted in 
2004 and sentenced to 14 days 
and banned from driving for 
two years. 

He was convicted in 2007 
for failing a breathalyzer test 
and received 14 days in jail, a 
driving ban for two years and 
18 months probation. 

In 2010, Mullins was con¬ 


victed of refusal and handed 
45 days, a two-year driving 
ban and one year of proba¬ 
tion. 

His sentence on Wednes¬ 
day was a result of his fifth 
and sixth convictions on two 
counts of refusal and two 
counts of driving while dis¬ 
qualified in April 2012 and 
October 2012.

Alberta MP Brent Rathgeber 
says he has resigned from the 
Conservative caucus because 
of what he says is the govern¬ 
ment’s “lack of commitment 
to transparency.”

Tainted beef. Indecisive 
report on nation’s juiciest 
recall leaves bad taste 


Nearly a year after tainted Al¬ 
berta beef sickened 18 people, 
briefly blocked exports to the 
U.S. and cast doubts on the 
safety of Canada’s food supply, 
no one can say for sure what 
led to the largest meat recall in 
Canadian histoiy. 

It could have been a horde 
of germs from a contaminated 
animal passing through a super 
shredder, a new report sug¬ 
gests. Or an improperly decon¬ 
taminated carcass. Or simply a 
case of too much bacteria for 


the plant to handle. 

One thing is for certain: Nei¬ 
ther staff nor federal inspectors 
at the XL Foods plant in Brooks, 
Alta., were taking food safety 
seriously enough last Septem¬ 
ber to prevent the crisis from 
happening, a three-member re¬ 
view panel has concluded. 

“We found a relaxed atti¬ 
tude towards applying manda- 
toiy procedures — clearly out¬ 
lined in some documents, less 
so in others,” says the report.

A building that was being tom 
down collapsed with a thun¬ 
derous boom Wednesday, rain¬ 
ing bricks on a neighbouring 
thrift store, killing six people 
and injuring at least 13 others 
in an accident that witnesses 
said was bound to happen. 

Early reports from Mayor 
Michael Nutter had been that 
one woman had died in the 
Wednesday morning accident, 
but rescuers using buckets 
and their bare hands to move 
bricks and mbble kept work¬ 
ing through the evening. Body 
bags were removed from the 
collapse site at night, and Nut¬ 
ter said at a news conference 
that authorities didn’t know 
how many people had been in 
the thrift shop or on the side¬ 
walk. 

Nutter said the city’s emer¬ 
gency workers had been “dili¬ 


gent, determined, focused” in 
their rescue efforts. 

“If anyone else is in that 
building, they will find them,” 
he said. 

One woman was pulled 
from the mbble of the Salva¬ 
tion Army thrift store two 
hours after the 10:45 a.m. col¬ 


lapse when rescuers heard her 
voice, city fire Commissioner 
Lloyd Ayers said. Rescuers had 
been prepared to dig through 
the mbble all night because 
they didn’t know how many 
people were in the thrift store 
when the building collapsed on

A NEW WAY TO #GRIEVE 


Mourning deceased Loved ones on social media is common, 
but commemorative pages can cause additional anxiety for some

O n May 12, Alexandra 
Christopoulos wished 
her friend Patrick 
a happy birthday on Face- 
book. 

He’ll never read the post. 
Patrick Douglas Mott, 
who would have been 31 
this year, died on New 
Year’s Eve in 2009. Soon 
after, Mott’s father started 
an RIP Facebook group in 
his son’s honour, a group 
that has more than 200 
members and hundreds of 
posts. 

This, for many, is the 
new way to grieve. And 
some are abusing it. 

While grieving through 
social media can be cathar¬ 
tic, it can also rob mourners 
of their privacy. For Chris¬ 
topoulos, Mott’s online me¬ 
morial helped in the heal¬ 
ing process. 

“I think, initially, grief, 
it’s so overwhelming and 
shocking and you almost 
feel numb,” said Chris¬ 
topoulos, adding that she 
turned to social media 
when she felt alone. 

“I’ll think of him ran¬ 
domly. I’ll go online to that 
page and realize someone 
else has already been there. 
They’re thinking of him 
too,” she said. 


Experiences vary. 

Amanda Todd, the B.C. teen 
who committed suicide last 
year after being relentlessly 
bullied, has been commem¬ 
orated on Facebook and 
Twitter. 

Her RIP pages have hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of likes, 
but have also become a 
forum for more bullying. 

Some commenters wrote 
that the 15-year-old de¬ 
served her fate. A topless 
photo of Todd, the very 
one that contributed to her 
agony, was even posted to a 
memorial page. 

According to Pam Fitz¬ 
gerald, director of the Can¬ 
adian Centre for Bereave¬ 
ment Education and Grief 
Counselling in Toronto, 
social media can be a free- 
for-all. 

“With a sudden, un¬ 
expected death, people 
aren’t always sensitive with 
their judgment and criti¬ 
cism or inaccurate informa¬ 
tion,” she said. 

“Anything on the Inter¬ 
net affects the grieving pro¬ 
cess. Gossip usually always 
hurts.” 

RIP Facebook groups 
and Twitter hashtags pose 
another problem: What if 
the family of the deceased 
doesn’t want an online me¬ 
morial? 

Vicky White, a 17-year- 
old from Toronto, started 


a memorial Facebook page 
after her classmate died in 
a car crash earlier this year. 
“It was a place for every¬ 
one to gather to share their 
memories,” she said. “I 
love connections. It really 
doesn’t matter ... wheth¬ 
er it’s a total stranger or 
family member. I believe 
everyone should be able to 
mourn.” 

But then the deceased 
teen’s family spoke up. 

“There are a lot of compli¬ 
cations. I like to put myself 
out there, but the thing is, 
(his) family wanted privacy. 
They want time to heal,” 
White said, explaining that 
while the page is still up, 
she’s no longer using her 
friend’s name when talking 
to the media. 

Even with its pitfalls, 
mourning through social 
media has its place in the 
grieving process. Accord¬ 
ing to Fitzgerald, it can be 
a useful tool when coupled 
with professional help or a 
strong support system. 

“I think it can be both

Tariff changes. Head of 
association charges new 
budget will negatively 
impact both businesses 
and consumers 


The head of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Importers and Ex¬ 
porters has launched a blister¬ 
ing attack on the Conservative 
government for what she’s call¬ 
ing its “quest for cash” that is 
hurting business and will cost 
consumers. 

Joy Nott, the president of 
I.E. Canada, is wading into an 
ongoing dispute between a co¬ 
alition of television importers 
and the Canadian Border Ser¬ 
vice Agency over what critics 
are calling the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s “iPod tax.” 


Times are a-changin’ 


A spokesman for the finance 
minister said changes were 
“long overdue” because the 
system punishes Canadian 
companies by giving “special 
breaks” to emerging powers 
like Brazil, China, South 
Korea, and India based on 
decades-old program. 


TV importers have evidence 
the government has given them 
bad advice on tariff exemptions 
that Ottawa intended to later 
claw back, including tariffs on 
TVs, computer speakers and 
MP3 players, such as iPods. 

But Nott says the problem 
runs deeper, and that major 
tariff changes announced in 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty’s 
March budget will have a rip¬ 


ple effect on Canada’s import- 
export community — and 
consumers. The budget prom¬ 
inently stated that import dut¬ 
ies on some popular sporting 
goods would be dropped. But 
buried in the back pages it 
also noted that Canada would 
be “graduating” goods from 
72 countries to a higher tariff 
classification, starting in 2015. 
The measure will bring in $333 
million annually, said the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Quite frankly, the single 
line about the (General Prefer¬ 
ential Tariff) changes actually 
has a much wider and much 
more negative impact on the 
ultimate consumer than duty 
give-aways on cricket bats and 
hockey sticks and whatever,” 
Nott said in an interview. 

She called the sporting 
goods tariff cuts “almost like a 
smokescreen.” the Canadian press

OBEY VI. Drummer Chris 
Corsano says everyone’s 
inventing micro genres 
when they create 
original music 



Ever since a young Chris Cor¬ 
sano was introduced to what 
many refer to as free jazz, the 
possibilities for this young 
drummer seemed endless. 
Taking drumming beyond the 
confines of keeping the beat 
enabled this music lover to ven¬ 
ture into a new level and con¬ 
nection with his craft. 

“There’s a break in the his- 
toiy of jazz where you start to 
have people like Milford Graves 
exploring what can be done 
outside straight, strict metre,” 
said Boston native Corsano, 
who plays The Bus Stop The¬ 
atre Saturday night as part of 
OBEY VI, a convention and fes¬ 
tival that highlights artists and 
musical stylings from the per¬ 
imeter of the “normal.” 

“It provoked an emotional 
response from me. I loved it as 
soon as I heard it. It answered 
all my questions.” 

With more than a beat at 
his disposal, Corsano went in 
search of new sounds with the 
use of found objects and ma¬ 
terials that would help modify 
his drum kit and elevate his 
sound. As the genre continued 
to mature at the hands of to¬ 
day’s creationist drummers, 
Corsano happily forced himself 
to remain original. 

“Everybody becomes an in¬ 
ventor. You’re inventing your 
own micro genre of music — 
a real personal voice. It isn’t 


so concerned with trends, it’s 
focused on what excites you 
about music.” 

Eveiy night and eveiy show 
Corsano becomes a composer. 

“I want to construct a nar¬ 
rative in front of the audi¬ 
ence and that happens in real 
time.” 

Since 2009, OBEY’s founder 


and director, Darcy Spidle, has 
been on the hunt for Corsano 
and as “one of the best drum¬ 
mers in the world,” the excite¬ 
ment of Corsano’s inclusion is 
mutual. 

“I love playing festivals 
where not everything sounds 
the same and the dots are open 
so the connecting can happen 


by the listener,” he said. 

For his upcoming con¬ 
tribution to OBEY, Corsano 
hopes “there is something 
physical and emotional that 
can translate. I’m not trying 
to be exclusive or elitist at all 
but I’m doing what I want to 
do and seeing how that fits in 
the sound.”

seem like it has sunk in yet.” 

Grant is going into the 
fight in great shape — both 
physically and mentally. His 
fight against Maynard ended 
just 2:07 into the first round, 
meaning little in the way of 


damage to Grant. 

The victory also improved 
his record to 5-0 since mov¬ 
ing to lightweight, helping 
to grow his confidence and 
reputation as one of the best 
fighters in the division.

Legislative bout 


House of Commons 
votes yes on MMA 

The House of Commons has 
passed a bill legalizing con¬ 
tact sports such as mixed 
martial arts. 

The legislation, which 
originated in the Senate, 
takes certain fighting 
sports, including taek¬ 
wondo and karate as well as 
MMA, out of legal limbo. 

The sports were not 
technically covered under 
prize-fighting law, making 
it difficult to regulate them 
and protect the fighters’ 
safety. 

The bill passed the Com¬ 
mons easily with 267 mem¬ 
bers of parliament in favour 
and only nine opposed. 

Section 83.1 of the Crim¬ 
inal Code only exempted 
boxing. Some jurisdictions 
ignored the antiquated 
wording of the law. Cur¬ 
rently, MMA is sanctioned 
at a provincial level in B.C., 
Manitoba, Nova Scotia, 
Ontario and Quebec, while 
it has been sanctioned on a 
municipal level within Al¬ 
berta, New Brunswick and 
the Northwest Territories.
